the  Bridge  Square,  may  houses  have  been  pulled  down  and  the  gain 
ajxl  loss  are  about  balanced. 

There  ore  many  clusters  of  old  cottfiges  which  are  behind  tnu 
tiroes  ixi  coxfitruction  and  sanitary  accoraaociat ioiit;  in  the  orst 
cases  they  are  beiiit^  patched  up  for  tnu  time,  xiotably  the  t^o 
reported  last  year  behind  .\ir.  Ekiney*  s stables. 

As  bettor  cottages  are  being  built  these  old  tenements  are 
becoming'  more  and  mor*e  deserted. 

The  old-fashioned  bucket  flushed  hopoe*"  pans  in  the  W.C.’s 
are  still  far  too  prevalent,  but  they  are  gradually  beirnig  reolacod 
by  automatic  flushing  apparatus. 

In  one  or  the  nev/  houses.  ‘’Elmhurst”,  Mayfield  Koa,d,  to  which 
my  attention  was  drawn  by  tho  Surveyor , tho  Plumbing  was  very 
aefoctive,  resulting  in  the  ground  beneath  the  house  beiiig  soakou 
w ith  3 ew  age  . 

The  imtter  was  rectified,  and  the  house  is  xiow  in  gooa  sani- 
tary coxidition. 

OVERCROWD TEG. 


A house  occuoiod  by  Mrs.  Scovell  Osborne  Road,  '.vas  reported 
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as  overcrowded. 


I visited  the  premises,  which  I found  closn  and  uell  kept, 
but  overcrovrfded  temporarily.  The  matter  was  rectified  by  the 
occupier  at  once  on  my  request.  " ■ * 

Another  house,  Bethel  Cottage  in  Castle  Street,  occupied  by 
two  families  — Fowler  and  Kenner  — 'Was  densely  overcrowded; 
the  B. C.  acconmoaation  and  saiiitary  appliances  were  very  aefective 
The  latter  was  rectified  and  the  surplus  occupants  cleared  out. 

A complaint  was  received  from  tlie  Admiralty  regarding  the 
Pig  Sties  at  Little  Shamblers  Cottages,  Newport  Road.  I inspected 
the  promises  and  found  the  sties  absolutely  unsatisfactory,  too 
near  the  public  road,  without  drainage,  and  dilapidated. 

Beyond  the  clearance  of  a heap  of  pig  dung,  nothing  has  been 

d one .

I am  not  at  all  sure  that  it  is  a wise  arrarigoment  in  either 
case  and  it  undoubtedly  imports  infectious  risks  from  outside  our 

i. i . ■ 

own  district,  although  that  risk  is  minimised.  There  is  urgent 
need  for  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  either  our  own  or  in  con- 
junc  tion  with  other  Districts. 


I have  received  several  Voluntary  Notices  from  the  Schools 
of  infectious  diseases,-  such  as  Sore  Throat,  Aieaslos,  Whooping 
Cough.  From  this  latter  disease  there  has  been  a mortality  of 
eight  cases  — all  children. 
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I have  received  one  Voluntary  ixotice  or  Acute  Tuberculosis  — 
the  house  havinti  been  disinfected  after  the  death  of  the  sufferer 
by  the  Surveyor  by  request. 

There  are  many  cases  not  notified,  and  it  would  be  a wise 
orecaution  to  adopt  the  same  line  as  that  adopted  by  Newport 
aid  to  add  that  disease  to  the  list  of  those  paid  for  on  notifi- 
cati  0x1. 

I received  a not ificatioxi  from  the  Aiodical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Chiswick,  of  Harry  Brown,  age 
2 years,  sui'fering  irom  Diphtheria,  and  recently  residing,  at 
"Myrtle",  Iiiay field  Road.  No  further  case  occurred. 

Also  a no  tiiication  from  the  Port  Kauical  Officer  of  Health 
of  Southampton,  thah  a man  was  returning-  to  East  Cowes  frcra  the 
R.^i.S.  "Anazon",  in  which  a case  of  smallpox  had  occurred.  The 
case  was  landed  at  Lisbon  on  the  15th  July.  No  further  cases 
occurred. 

A case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  was  notified  by  the 
P.M.O.  as  haviiig  occurred  in  the  3rd  Hants  Battn.,  whilst  in  camp 
at  Uouthsea.  V/e  had  no  cases  here  from  the  men  disbanded.

(а)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 

without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  otheT  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  > They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-i’esidents  ” occmuing  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
Table  IV. 

(б)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents  ” and  “ Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 

“ Public  Institutions  ” to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“ Localities  ” in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 

“ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  y'ear  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those 

for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all 
ages  in  column  2 of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gi’oss  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic 

diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis.  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis.  Summer  diarrhoea. 
Dysentery  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea.  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostius. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  shonld  be  included  under 
the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastro-Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the  heading 
Diarrhceal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed  immediately  below, 
but  separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumera- 
tion above.  This  is  particularly  important  for  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of 
the  deaths  in  infancy  returned  as  due  to  Enteritis  ai’e  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 
In  the  course  of  years,  by  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to 
ascertain  the  probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different  headings. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “ Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered 
deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus  ; Under  “ Cancer  ” should 
be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder.  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “ Puerperal 
Fever  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis. 
Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(p)  Under  “ Congenital  Defects  ” in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis, 
IcteiTis  neonatorum.  Navel  haemorrhage.  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(Ji)  Under  “ Tuberculous  Meningitis  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “Other  Tuberculous  Diseases”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 
Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs.  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(y)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed 
as  “ Certified  ”;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “ Uncertified.”
